- Phe mutations of human fortunés are seldom. mn remarkable than are the 
circumstances which call this body’ together, anid have elevated gto i n. dr 
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place. The places of our nativity are separated by oceans—we were born under 


-different stars, governments, and laws; and have, by consequence, acquired diffe- 


vent characters, habits, and thoughts. But notwithstanding such adverse circum- 
atances, we are here assembled in one body, with common interests—for a com- 
amon purpose. That purpose we are now about to fulfill. We are about to 
legislate for three hundred thousand human beings, our fellow citizens, and to 
develop the resources of aterritory which contains within its bosom the seeds of 
anempire. To discharge this duty aright we must cultivate that spirit of calm- 
mess and conciliation without which there can be no deliberate judgment. I pledge 
you my utmost efforts to this result, and ask your hearty co-operation to raise 
the character of our proceedings from the level of partizan feeling, prejudice, and 
passion to the sublimer heights of reason and the purer atmosphere of justice. 

We can do this only by a strict observance of rule and of parliamentary law. 
Fn the administration of this code by me, I can assure you of impartiality, and 
ïn the errors into which I may fall, I shall always have the happiness of reflect- 
ing that the evil influence of such errors can always be avoided by the substitu- 
&on of your "judgments for my own. Trusting that I may receive your cordial 
aid, and that, through our joint efforts, we may attain that celerity and despatch 
which has all the rapidity without the uncertainty and confusion of hurry, I 
hare to thank you for your kindness and partiality in the bestowment of this 
high trust, and expressing the hope that we may have the overshadowing influ- 
«nce of that Benificenee without which human. effort is powerless for human

GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE AND OF THE ASSEMBLY: 

It is made the duty of the executive of this state, by the constitution, “to 
gommunicate to the legislature, at every session, the condition of the state, and 
recommend such matters to their further consideration as he may deem ex- 
pedient.” . 

Having entered upon the discharge of the duties of the office so recently as 
the fifth day of the present month, it will be perceived how impossible it will 
-be for me to communicate the condition of the state from the transactions of the 
past year, about which I cannot be expected to have any personal knowledge; 
and I am only able to discharge that duty at all, by a very brief examination of 
the books and papers of the executive office, and the reports recently made from 
the various departments of state. 

From the very short time allotted to me, for the preparation of this my 
first message to the legislature, I shall ask your indulgence, if the eonsideration 
of the affairs of the state government shall be less general and various than 
would otherwise be usual in such cases; and shall feel excused, under the cir- 
eumstances, if such matters only as are of the most marked and obvious interest 
tothe state at large, are herein noticed and presented. You will have before you 
all the reports for the past year, which have been made by the officers having the 
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control of the financial concerns of the state; so that, by a thorough and earefal:

The report of the board of commissioners of the condition of the school fund, 


- when presented, will merit your special attention, as showing the management 


and investment of this highest and most sacred trust of the state. 

Complaints have been made, whether with or without truth, I have no means | 
of ascertaining, that loans of the school fund have, in some instances, been made 
upon insufficient securities. ‘Too much care and watchfulness cannot be exercised 
by the legislature, by the adoption of every practicable precaution to protect it 
from loss, or even hazard; and if any danger may be reasonably apprehended, 
that this fund or any portion of it, may be lost to the state, an examination into 


the matter should not be delayed. Neither the legislature or the executive has, 


at present, any legal means of knowing what is the character of these securities, 
I would therefore suggest to the legislature the propriety of providing for the 
appointment of a suitable commission to make personal and rigid examination of 
the titles to the lands mortgaged to secure these leans in the different counties 
where they have been made, and report at such time, and in such manner as it 
may be deemed expedient. It may be that further legislation is necéssary to 
require the board to be more certainly assured of the goodness and validity of 
titles to the lands offered in security, than is now required, before making loans 
upon them. If so, such legislation should at once be supplied. ` 

The board of regents of the State University herewith present to the legisla- 
ture their fourth annual report, exhibiting in a clear and concise mannér, the 
progress, condition, and wants of the institution under their charge. To this 
report and to the well advised suggestions therein contained, relativé to the 
administration of its affairs, your attention is particularly invited.. ` 

To carry out the clear intent and meaning ‘of that &lause of the constitution 
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the legislature will see proper to favor, their request. for aid for the comple- 
tion, of. the building, and, the; perfection i ‘the organization of the normal de; , 
partment. of the University. 

It seems to be the manifest design of the law under which, the University i i 
organized, and the purposes and objects of the normal department clearly in- _ 
dicate that this department is not so much a necessary-part of the University - 
organization, as it is an adjunct and auxiliary to the common school system,. 
the charge of which is generously assumed by the authorities of the University . ` 
—ita design. and object being singly to qualify teachers for the common schools, _ 
Their request for aid, therefore, to perfect and.support this department: on the 
common school fund seems to be reasonable and just. | 

In receiving the generous grant of the government of a large and ample, fand.. 
for, the support of common schools, and by. the express terms of our constitution, 
we.have.committed ourselves to the policy of free schools. Our system, then, 
is,a.system of free schools, and we have but one system, into however many. . 
different departments it may be divided for convenience and efficiency, and this , 
is, made an institution of the whole state, without reference to sections or local- , 
ities, and intended to benefit all classes, the poor as well as. the rich, and. cis 
oo, without respect, to religious distinctions. 

In these respects, this object presents itself to us essentially different; frota.s an- 
application for aid from the state to benefit institutions of learning, or of any. 
thing else local in their character, and under the. control of private persons or. 
corporations. The loaning: of the school fund to individuals, upon landed. secu- 
rities, under our present law, is, to say the least, questionable policy, not only on. 
account of its great liability to loss in many cases, but because also, it.is only- 
partial in its benefits.. Those only who are rich and able enough, or rather ^ 
those who are the owners of land sufficient to give the requisite security, can 
obtain any portion of it. It is true this immense capital, by being loaned out 
in this way, enters largely into the transactions of individual enterprise through- 
out the state. But the poorer classes obtain, at best, only a remote and very 
limited benefit. It is the poor and destitute families of the state who most need. 
the participation of this bounty, and by using it for the purpose of affording to. 
this class the unrestricted facilities of a good education, free of cost,is in my. 
judgment, the leading and most important object of the grant; and;this cannot ; 
be fully realized without aiias for me education of. Ponte teachers for 
the common schools. 

The completion of the building and. EN of de normál ore out of: the. 
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‘use of the pricipal of the school fund, is no loss to the | fund or gift from the 


state to the University. It is only an investment upon loan that will be‘am- 


ply secure, and the interest promptly paid. I would therefore recommend such

The state superintendent of common schools will present to you in his very 
able report, valuable information, and very important suggestions relative to 
the common school system of the state, which you will please duly consider.

To cause all the mineral ands i in the states to be surveyed and geologe - 
cally examined, and offered, for ‘pale; thereby. encouraging | the settlement of thas: ` 
extensive region, and. causing ‘these exhaustless mines of wealth to. contribute- 
to our common growth, and prosperity. 7 

3. To, make liberal appropriations for the improvement of rivers. and Ter- . 
bors therehy securing and extending | our trade and commerce, improving ome 
markets, and ‘humanely protecting the, lives and property of our citizens. 

'4. To establish at Washington, i in connection with the department’ of tlhe: 
interior,'an agricultural bureau for the encouragement of this great indnsteal 
interest of the country, upon which our prosperity so much depends. ^ 

5,, To obtain by treaty or,purchase from the British government, tie finer 
navigation of the St. Lawrence for our commerce upon the lakes. 
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The reasons that should urge congress to secure this right without delay, are 
manifold. In this way only, can our upper Jake transportation compete with 


‘the railroads, which, in a short time, will be run from the Atlantic ' seaboard 


throughout the country, and which must inevitably so greatly diminish the 
amount of water travel and carriage by the lakes, that this vast interest will 
suffer to an alarming extent. If the present condition of things continues, . 


and no better prospects are presented, the immense capital now invested in our 


Jake navigation, will be gradually taken away from it, and diverted to other en- 
terprises, and thus leave the West especially without the benefits of this conrpe- 
‘dition in the carriage of her produce. On the other hand, if this right was ac- 
‘quired by our Government, and our shipping could have free passage to the 
«cean through this avenue, and during the winter season, could be engaged in 
“our coast or foreign trade, while now it lies useless in our harbors and at our 
wharves, during a considerable portion of the year, this interest would be at 
"once guickened into new life, and the tonage of our lake commerce be vastly ` 
increased. The channel of the St. Lawrerice is the natural avenue of the for- 
-@ign trade, not only of the great basin of the lakes, but of large portions of 
the great valley of the Mississippi. 

The success of the Welland canal and other improvements, demonstrates 
that the natural resources will be abundantly able soto improve this channel of 
«xmmunieation that vessels of large burthen, whether propelled by sails or by 
‘steam, will be able to take ‘in their landing in Liverpool or other foreign ports, 
and discharge their cargoes in Milwaukee and other lake ports, without break- 
ang bulk. From the proximity of ourlake ports to the navigable waters of 
the Mississippi, the trade of this great valley will naturally flow to these points, 
wather than to seek the Atlantic through the channel of the Mississippi or the 
artificia] communications by railroad and canal; hence the importance of this 
mavigation, as vessels at the mouth of the St. Lawrence are some three thou- 
sand miles nearer‘England than at the mouth of the Mississippi. In this mea- 
:eure, I cannot but think that Wisconsin has a direct and vital interest.. 

6. Toso modify the present tariff upon imports, and adopt such a system of 
«discriminating duties, as will, while it produces the necessary amount of govern- 
sment revenue, afford adequate protection to the agricultural, mechanical, and 
manufacturing labor of our own country. Intimately connected with our agri- 
«cultural interests, and upon which their success in a great measure depends, is to- 
‘have a good, sure, and convenient market for the staple productions of our soil— - 
mot a market fluctuating and temporary, but as fixed and permanent, as it is pos- 
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sible under any circumstances, and the ordinary relations of supply and demand. : 
will allow. Such a market we do not now have out of our.own country. We 
sometimes have a foreign demand, when there has been an entire or partial fajl- 
ure of crops in some grain growing country of Europe; but this is only oceg- 


sional; and cannot be depended upon, as in the present year, when the harvests, 


abroad have been abundant. If then, we cannot expect to have such a market. 
abroad as we require fer our produce, it becomes us to endeavor to find or cre- 
ate such an one at home and within our own country. How then can this 
great desideratum be effected? Those parts of the country not of suitable soil 
or climate for agricultural purposes, but, yet possessing the capital, the hydraulic. .

power, and all other necessary means for manufacturing, such as the New Eng- -- 


laad and some other states, if adequate protection were afforded, would engage . 
largely in this branch of industry, and by the employment of numerous labor- . 
` ern of skill; such other nianual force as would be necessary to conduct it, there - 
would be created in our own country, a constant demand and eertain ‘market , 
for our surplus produce, and at the same time we would receive the’ reciprocal > 
benefits of their skill, capital'and trade. The true economy of the farmer isto . 
sell as much and buy as little as he can; and I see no reason why. this is not - 
also the wisest economy for our nation. : T . 

. Wheuever this country imports an excess over her exports, we say- the bal- - 
ance of trade is against us, or in other words, we are doing a losing. business. - 
The only way to remedy this, is never to buy and import from abroad, unless: 
we can sell and export at least to an equalamount. Other countries have long 
acted upon this plan towards us, and so long as they continue to do so, we are . 
paying a tribute to them, without an equivalent; and are compelled. to adopt 
the same plan for self defense. A low tariff or free trade, if they should be | 
adopted by all the countries within the range of our commercial intercourse, 
would be far less objectionable. But this can never be expected; for just as., 
soon as one country adopts this plan, the others would have the stronger interest. 
to continue their tariff duties at a high standard, so as to avail themselves of. 
the beuefits of a free market in that country, without being compelled to re- | 
ciprocate the advantage. It can be easily seen from this, why other countries 
are constantly advising us to adopt towards them, the principle of free trade, yet- 
never propose to practice the same principle towards us. 

The amendment to the act approved February 12th, 1793, relating to per- 
sons escaping from their masters, and one ‘of that series of measures passed by 
the 31st Congress, commonly called the “compromise measures,” from the effect 
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its passage and enforcement has produced upon the public mind, may well 
merit your serious consideration, as the representatives of the people of this state. : 

After a careful examination of the provisions of this law, aside from the ques- - 
tion of its constitutionality, I am prepared to express my own opinion that. in : 
many of its features it is highly objectionable and unjust; and I am in favor of 
either such a radical modification as will take from it, its odious features, or its 
entire repeal. 

I am aware it is claimed that the passage of this law became absolutely * 
necessary to the preservation of the Government; but I am not prepared to con- 
cede that the Federal Union has become so weak, that its existence depends upon 
the enactment or repeal of any mere statutes; or that we have arrived at such. 
a crisis in our history, as requires the continuance of such a law as this, to pre- . 
serve our republic from dissolution. The authorities of our Government are 
properly called into requisition, and are abundantly efficient for the purpose of 
enforcing the execution of this Jaw so long as it exists; and by parity of reason- ` 
ing, it would seem that they ought to be sufficient and competent to reduce any. 
rebellion that might be the result of its repeal. While holding these sentiments, 
however, I would not advise, but rather discountenance any useless agitation 
on the subject of slavery, that may do much harm by engendering sectional - 
feeling, without accomplishing any good; and would urge obedience and sub- . 
jection to this, as well as all other laws so long as they exist and are in force. 
Such I believe to be the imperative duty of every citizen, under all possible 
circumstances, Resistance to law, and insubordination to the legally constituted 
authorities of the country, directly tend to the overthrow of our civil Govern- 
ment, the introduction of anarchy and misrule, and would be far more danger- 
ous to the public safety than the enactment or repeal of any law that could be 


devised. The fact that a law is repugnant to the public sense of right and jus- 


tice, and for this reason receives but am unwilling and reluctant obedience, is, in 
my opinion, a strong argument for its modification or repeal; for the deliberate 
and enlightened public judgment of the people, in this country, is entitled to 
great confidence and respect. i 

In pursuance of an act of the last legislature, the question of “Bank or No 
Bank” was submitted to a vote of the people of this state at the last generat 
election, and was decided by a large majority in favor of banks. 

Under the constitution, the power is thereby given to the present legislature, 
+o “grant bank charters or to pass a general banking law, with such restrictions 
and under such regulations as they may deem expedient and proper for the 
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"safety of the bill holder" The popnlar result upon this question meets with 
my cordial acquiescence; and I would therefore recommend that.the legislature 
. At its present session, take such measures as.they may think'advisable to carry 
. into effect this constitutionalprovision,..and as will comply with the populat 
. wish. Although “the. power” is given “to grant bank charters,” I would not 
: advise the creation of banks in this form, being-opposed to all class and special: 
: legislation. The voice of the people having been so recently expressed on.this 
-'eubjéct, I doubt not, it will be properly and duly regarded by the legislature. 
Ta framing a banking law, every safeguard and precaution should be made 
' to insure the safety of the bill holder; and no basis less safe than United States 
or State stocks, deposited at the lowest cash and market value, and. paying in- 
- terest promptly, should be made the security of bank circulation: Banking 
‘upon such a principle, -I believe, would be both safe and practicable... 
‘In the entire absence of legislation upon this subject, some provision should 
be made at the present session for procuring stationery for the legislature and — 
state departments, This duty seems to have been performed heretofore, by the 
Executive office, by common consent, without any authority of law, and it is 
. not the wish of the present; Executive to have the charge and trouble of ‘this 
matter, added tothe already ge SUM of duties that pues belong 
to the Executive office. — 

The amount of our annual county expenses and the "— burden: of 

- taxation under our present system of town and county government, requires, in 
‘my opinion, a radical change of the system. The expenses aüd'taxes of the 
different counties iu the state, I am confident would be greatly diminished, by 
- the adoption of the commissioner system of Ohio or Indiana, in plaee of our 

. present organization; besides being less complicated and more efficient. 
Jt will be your duty at the present session to apportion and district anew.the 
. members of the senate and assembly, according to the number of the inhabitants 
of the state, under the enumeration made : by the mutuony vf the United.States 

: inthe year 1850. 

The policy of Congress panes the 3 vaeant and ali lands diag. within 
‘this state, to aid in the construction. of works. of: internal improvement, under 
the management and control-of privaté companies. or corporations, ,under the 
regulations usually adopted, I have endeavored. carefully to-examine, and gon- 
sider; and I am clearly satisfied that:the policy. is wrong-and detramentaltothe — 
7 pët and future:ittterests of the state. Atnong:the considerations which have- . 
Jed W6 to this conclusion mre the'follewing: The anon import- 
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ant interest in this state, is now, and will doubtless continue to be Agricwtural. 
No state in the Union, in proportion to its area of territory, has so many acres 
susceptible of tillage and cultivation, or richer and more productive seil.— 
Situated on the northern margin of the great Mississippi Valley, bounded on - 


` three sides by the navigable waters of rivers and lakes, favorably balanced be- 


tween an eastern and southern market, divided diagonally by the Fox and Wis- 
onsin rivers, terminating at the Mississippi river on the south-west, and Green 
‘Bay on the north-east, interspersed with springs, Jakes and running streams, 
eonvenient to nearly all localities, affording to the farmer the chance of selectingr 


' ‘prairie, openings, or woodland, possessing school and educational advantages 
` unequalled in the Union, and acknowledged to be the healthiest of the western 


states. It is every way indicated to be the selected home of the agricuituriat; 
it is this interest, and these facilities, that first attracted emigration to this tami- 


tory, when yet a wilderness, and that have since, in so few years, peopled it 


with such a thriving and industrious population, and made our rapid growth 
and improvement the wonder of the age. 

The quality and extent of our agricultural products have already attracted 
the attention of the eastern and southern markets, and capitalists engaged in 


. this class of enterprises are already extending towards us from the Atlantic sea- 


board, and in a short time, it is to be hoped, will bring to our very doors, the 
facilities of railroad carriage and transportation. Then by the competition of 
railroad against railroad, and both against lake transportation, the price of 
freight will become so reduced, as to give us at home, a market nearly equal to 
that of New York and New England; while our lands, considered with respect 
to their natural productiveness, and their cheap and easy cultivation, will be- 
«ome worth more per acre, than the lands there situated, which are mostly 
worn out, and require artificial means to make them produce. Agriculture, 
then, is our great and leading interest, and any .measure or policy, having a 
tendency to embarrass or restrict the cultivation of the soil already appropriated 
to the purposes of husbandry, or the improvement of the lands yet vacant and 
unsold lying within our boundaries, I regard as militating against our best in- 
teresté as a state; and on the other hand, any thing conducive to promote and 


. encourage this branch of productive industry, and to extend its limits, is the 
: ¿rue policy of the state; and considering its high importance it may well com- 


mend itself to a wise and judicious policy and fostering legislation. 
These large grants of public lands to the state, in trust for the benefit of 
‘specific works of internal improvement under the supervision of private incor 
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porated companies, will retard the settlement of the state, by engrossing the 
. most valuable portions . of the vacant lands, anq, i in every instance, will probably. 
have the effect to keep them out ef immediate market, as well as to increase 
the original cost to the settler when offered for sale. If granted, as usual i im 
such cases, in alternate sections, the practiee has been and probably will conti- 
nue to be, to increase the price of the government lands so alternately reserved, 

thus making : the land both granted and reserved, a profitless bargain to the- 


capitalist, as well as placing them beyond the reach of a large proportion of 


emigrant settlers, who would otherwise become resident producers in the states. 
The consequence would be, they would avoid Wisconsin, and seek more favor—

able localities in other states and territories, whére vacant lands could be pro~ > 


cured at the usual Congress price. If a grant be made for the benefit of only 
one certain work, or a particular company, and no other should be allowed, it 
would be objectionable, as conferring a special and exclusive benefit upon a 
particular section of the state out of a general and common fund that belongs. 
to all portions and sections of the state alike. If one grant should become æ 
precedent reason for allowing others, and grants should continue to be made ae 


often as any work or improvement could be demonstrated- to be of utility and 


importance to any section of the country, in a very short time al? the publie: 
lands in the state would be absorbed and engrossed by numberless projected im- 
ternal improv: ements, each under the management of special and private cem-- 
panies, and a)l requiring the supervisien of the state government. The companies 
having charge of these various works, would, or might, consider it for their 
interest to make such a high appraisement of these grants as would necessarily 
keep them a long time out of market, and prevent their occupancy and settle~ 
ment, In the mean time, in order to obtain the requisite means to commence: 
and carry on these works, might sce fit to issue bonds, scrip, or other eviderices- 


of debt, making these lands the basis of their eredit and security, and by them . 


sale or negotiation in a foreign market, have the effect to place these lands, im 
a measure under the control of non-resident money speculators. 

The unsold and unappropriated lands within our limits are, in’ the main. 
situated in the northern and north-western portions of the state, and nearly ali 
along the line, or in the vicinity of the great Fox and Wisconsin river thorough 
fare., All that seetion of the state is locally and peculiarly interested in their- 
. apeedy sale, occupancy and improvement. | .Gratits may be asked and obtained 
for the, purpose of constructing works in other and distant parts ofthe state, im 
which they are but little, if at all, interested, and it would certainly be a mar- 
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www policy to thus attempt to build up andi improve one section, at the expense, 
«md perhaps the injury of another. It is true, that portion of the state imme- 
diately benefitted by the work might thereby become settled, ‘cultivated and 
«eariched, but the other section lying in the. vieinity of the granted laids, would 
Heng remain a waste, unimproved and unoccupied, and “perhaps embarrassed by 
zá non resident ownership. Another serious objection io those grants i is their 
‘tendency to create immense and dangerous monopolies. within the state. The 
accumulation of wealth by individual industry and ‘enterprise, the concentra- 
&ion of capital by the organization of companies, are not only laudable and 
proper bat have the countenance and protection of . our laws. But monopolies, 
«created by gifts and grants from the Government, and enjoying special privi- 
Sems, are antagonistic to the spirit of our institutions and should not be encou- 
waged. If the state, by legislation, should impose stringent ‘safeguards, con- 
ations and restrictions upon the disposition of these trusts, and not submit 
them wholly, or even partially, to the control of the “companies to be benefited, 
St is to be presumed, but few of these grants would be asked of sought, In 
sender to secure efficiency and progress, these companies must and should have 
“dhe full control of all the operations of their i improv ement, and the solé manage- 
«nent, of all its financial concerns, and the disbursement of the proceeds of these 
sgrants would be a necessary incident to the f ull exercise of their corporate ' 
powers. But suppose these legislative conditions and restrictions would ‘be both 
gpeoper and practicable. In, that case an amount and | responsibility: of legislation 
wkd be imposed upon the state, both burdensome and legitimate, if not ün- 
spgastitutional, At the same time the appointment, of numerous officers for the 
suafe keeping and disbursement of these immiense trust funds would bécome 
apeaessary to be paid out. of the funds i in their own hands, and responsible to the 
«tate, thus creating a vast and dangerous power of government ‘patronage; 
while at the same time these improvements, thus placed under the care and 
esapervision of the state, would be merely of local and sectional benéfit. 
$f these lands should at once be surveyed, brought into market’ and gold to 
satiual settlers, at a low price by the General Government, that, vast, region of 
tthe state now a wilderness, would very soon bečomie as much cultivated and 
wimaproved as the older settlements are at the present time. The products ‘of the 
North and North-west would have to, of necessity, come to, or pass through, 
tthe avenues of the central, southern, and eastern, portions of the state, on their 
way io market, thereby creating a flourishing and profitable internal conimerce 
smd interchange of immense advantages to all parts of the state, and that part 
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now oceupied would: not long remain, as at present, the. out-post. and limit, but 


be situated upon the very line of trade and travel. When we shall have deve- 


loped the agricultural resources of our state; and made our products an object . 


to the buyer and the carrier, we shall doubtless be furnished with all the requi- | 


site facilities for taking them to the best and quickest market. If our true 
interests as a state are properly regarded, our farmers, in a short time, will 


have a surplus capital, like the farmers in the older states, to invest in railroad . 


and other profitable stock improvements, within our own state; and that, too, 
perhaps long before the public works sought to be benefited by these Govern- 
. ment grants shall have been completed, or some of them commenced. It would 


be a better and a wiser policy for us, if practicable, to ask of Congress a grant 
to the state of a portion of these lands, to aid in the improvement of our rivers. 


and. harbors, and make these natural communications we.already have, and in 
which the whole state are alike interested available, and render our: immense 


lake coast on the north and east, ‘secure to life and property. - This state has 


already had eommitted to its supervision, important trusts by the General Go- 
vernment, for the benefit of schools and for the improvement of the Fox and 
Wisconsin rivers, for the proper management and security of which requires 
much legislation, and constant vigilance. We should demonstrate our ability 
to take care of these beneficent grants, before seeking others of a less general 


benefit. I would much prefer that the General Goveriiment would reduce the ... 


price of our vacant lands to simply cover the cost of their survey and sale, and 
bring them at once into market, as an inducement to emigration from the more 
densely populated parts of our own country, and from foreign countries; and in 


this way, add to the population, wealth, and productive labor of the state; and | 


subdue and cultivate this rich domain, than that they should be granted to 
companies in large parcels, to build up sectional interests and subserve private 
purposes. Our state presents greater inducements to emigration from abroad 
than any other, from the consideration that our lands are cheap and rich, and 
that here they can find space sufficient to be in neighborhood with their own 
countrymen, and the great number of our present population of foreign birth 


affords the assurance that thousands upon thousands more will come and séttle . 


in our state. They will bring with them a love of liberty that will easily assim- 
ilate them to our own people, and industry and enterprise that will soon be felt 
in the substantial growth and improvement of the state, and an attachment to 
home and stability of purpose, that will make them fixtures to our soil. 


In this connection, I would recommend that the legislature provide by law, 
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for the establishment of an emigrant agency, to operate both at places of- de- 
barkation at the East and in Wisconsin; and that shall take proper measures. 
to attract emigrants from abroad to Wisconsin, as well as to protect them from 
imposition, insult, and injury, from knaves and speculators on their way hither. 
From the attractive influences produced by correspondence of friends and ae- 
quaintances, already in this state, with those still in Europe, the revolutionary 
and unsettled condition of Foreign Governments, and the dissemination of free 
principles, and a knowledge of our institutions among the people, we may 
reasonably expect a very large and continued increase of immigration to this 
country in the next few years; and we are therefore called upon by every con- 
sideration of state policy, as well as patriotism and humanity—not only to have 
our vacant lands ready to receive them, but to extend towards them a special 
encouragement and protection, until they shall have made for themselves homes 
in the state. 
Personally, I may be, as an individual, interested in a policy different, in 
many respects, from that indicated in this communication. Be that as it may, 


' I believe it to be the highest and most sacred duty of the citizen, when invested 


with public office, to merge his private interests in the public good. The office 
I now hold, I regard as a trust confided to my hands by the people of this 
state, and that ae shall endeavour to discharge, independently, faithfully, 
and impartially, for the best interests of the whole state without respect to lo- 
ealities or sections, and unbiassed by private or political friendships or dislikes. 
I am not conscious of having made any compromises of my own private senti- 
ments, for the purpose of obtaining this position, and I am not aware of being 
committed in favor of any local partisan, or private interests, in the conduct of 
the internal and domestie affairs of the state. "The constitution of the state re- 
quires the Executive *to take care that the laws be faithfully executed," and I 
shall avoid no responsibility that may be incurred by the discharge of the obli- 
gation imposed by this provision, with promptness and energy. 

Hoping that, as the representatives of the people of Wisconsin assembled to 
devise and enact their Jaws, your counsels may be harmonious, and be eon- 
trolled by a patriotic sense of duty, I tender you my hearty co-operation in 
protecting the interests, and defending the honor of the state.

I cannot but think that the language and import of the preamble of said 
resolutions were not duly and sufficiently considered by the senate and assem- 
bly before the passage of the same; and if forwarded in their present form to 
the President—and.they are by him presented to the authorities of Great Bri- 
. tain, as would be necessary to give effect to this action of the legislature, they :: 
would have a tendency to injure, rather than promote, the object proposed. 

The language of said preamble, in my opinion, objectionable, is the following: 
“With no stain or dishonor attached to their names except what English - . 
law makes such—that is the loving of their native land." 

It is certainly not true, that English law makes the “loviny of their native 
land, ” a stain and dishonor upon the names of Irish.Exiles, And such, & 
charge, evinces a state of feeling against England that would have an effect far. 
otherwise, than to advance the truly humane purposes of the resolutions. 

I must fully and warmly sympathise with the object contemplated, and , 
would much regret if anything should have a tendency to impede it. 

, Believing that the language of these resolutions was not sufficiently advised 
and its import fully noted, I return them for your further consideration.

They are of the opinion that it was the intention of the legislature to grint,

The special committee to whom was referred that portion of the message of 
His Excellency the Governor, relating.to banks, and contained in the following 
words: 

“In pursuance of an act of the last legislature, the question of ‘bank or no 
. bank,’ was submitted to a vote of ‘the people of this state at the last general 
election, and was decided by a large majority in favor of banks. Under the 
constitution, the power is ther eby given to the present legislature to t grant 
bank charters,’ or to pass a ‘general banking law, with such restrictions and 
under such regulations as they may deem expedient and proper for the safety of 
the bill holder. The popular result upon this question meets with my cordial 
acquiescence; and I would, therefore, recommend that the legislature at its pre- 
sent session, take such measures as they may think advisable to carry into effect 
this constitutional provision, and as will comply with the popular wish.  Al- 
though ‘the power’ is given ‘to grant bank charters,’ I would not advise the 


creation of banks in this form, being opposed to all class and special legislation. | 


The voice of the people having been so recently expressed on this subject, I 
doubt not it will be properly and duly regarded by the legislature. In framing a 
banking law, every safeguard and precaution should be made to insure the safety 


of the bill holder, and no basis less safe than United States or state stocks, depo- 


sited at the lowest cash or market value, and paying interest promptly, should 
be made the security of bank circulation. Banking upon such a principle, I

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Tt may be proper to say, that by an act of 1841, we can pay.out;no money” 
for the building of light-houses until such an act is passed, and a6 the light at. 
Bailey’s Harbor will be an important one, J trust. you will call the attentieg of 
your legislature to this subject as early as may be, so we can erect the buildings 
in the spring. The act will be the same as those that have usually been passed . 
by your legislature for this purpose. The following is a description of the,site . 
at Bailey’s Harbor: M 

* All that piece and parcel of land lying and being in Door aiia sind plate 
of Wisconsin, being part of lot three, of fractional section twenty-one, town- 
ship thirty north of range twenty-eight east, lying and being on a point of lend, ' 
known as the ‘north point, at the entrance to ‘Bailey’s Harbor’ from, Lake 
Michigan, embracing three acres of land, running back in an easterly diréction, 
ai right angles with the water at the margin of the bay, two hundred and. 
twenty-two feet, and along the length of the entrance of the harbor, four, hun- 
dred and twenty-nine feet long, more particularly known as baving been selegted 
for the United States for Jight-house purposes and to T the light-house 
buildings thereon.” 

I must further beg of your legislature for a similar act tof cession of jurisdic- 
tion on the light-house property at Twin Rivera, or Two Rivers, Manitowoc 
county, Wisconsin. I have not as as yet purchased the site, but it might be 
as well described in the act as follows: 

^ And be it further enacted, that a similar cession of jurisdiction be grahted 
to the United States over the light-house property at Twin Rivers, Manitowoc . 
county, Wisconsin, the site, if selected in the village, to be limited to fout lots, 
and if out of the village, to ten acres of land."

Treasury Department, in order to be able to draw the funds for the erection of 
the light-house buildings.

Whereupon, on a subsequent day, argument was heard upon the part of the 
parties respectively, by their attorneys, touching the power of said board, under 
the pre-emption law of 1851, to hear and determine contested claims for the 
same tract of land; and, also, touching the power and authority of said board 
to require the surrender of certificates heretofore issued. 

This investigation has revealed the necessity of additional legislation upon 
the subject embraced in it. 

On the hearing before the undersigned, it was contended, on the part of 
Stoddard, that the law of 1851 confers upon the board no power or authority 
to hear and determine a contest, the law, unlike the pre-emption laws of Con- 
gress, making no discrimination in favor of jirst settlement; that subsequently, 


_the issuing the certificate to either party was not in accordance with law; and 


that, therefore, the board are empowered and required to recall such certificate 
under and by virtue of section 101 of the school act. These positions were re- 
sisted on the part of Stevens. 

The, board have made no decision in the premises, but, to guard against a 
recurrence of this and similar difficulties, have concluded to ask the legislature 
for suitable emendations of existing laws on this subject. 

1. The pre-emption laws of the state should be made similar to those of 
Congress passed 1841, particularly that feature of them giving the right of 
pre-emption to the first settler.

It is, perheps, proper to observe that the same difficulty under the pre-emp- 
tion laws was encountered by the former board, and suitable suggestions _ in 
regard thereto were made in their annual report, as found upon page 995 of 
session laws” d 1851, to which attention is invited. ` . :

The committee on claims, to whom was referred the petition of the late aad 
present land officers of the Mineral Point land office district, have had ^ 
same under consideration, and beg leave to submit a minority report: 

Your minority committee represent that they have duly examined the whole, 
subject, and have come to the following conclusions, from the ines represent 
and the merits of the case. 

The government of the United States granted to the State of Wisconsin 1 hs 
hundred thousand acres of land, to be selected any where in the state of Wis- 
consin—The State appointed her commissioners, and after examining the Joéal 
offices, they proceeded, from time to time, to make their selections and ‘returns 
to the proper offices.—The officers were instructed to receive the returns, to 
mark their plats, and to make corresponding annotations on their records, of a 
temporary character, and then make out an abstract, and forward the same to 


„the commissioner for the approval of the secretary of the interior; and when 


approved, the list was returned, and the officers directed to review their plata, 
and mark the selections permanently in ink, and then spread them on the re- 


cords in their proper order, in townships, ranges, and sections. This appears 


from the statements furnished and the amount by accounts, as well as a state- 
ment from the office of the secretary of state. For all of this labor and respon-

That while he differs but little from the majority of the committee as to the 
propriety and ultimate effect of so modifying the laws that credit might rest 
upon its legitimate basis, moral mtegrity and industry, he cannot agree with 
them that this is the proper time for expunging all such laws from our statutes. 

Nor is the reasoning of the committee, as set forth in their report, so cogent, 
either in premises or conclusions; to the mind of your minority, as to meet his 
approbation. 

Laws for the supposed protection of the creditor from the dishonesty of the 
debtor, who had been benefitted by the property of, the former, have existed in 
all civilized countries, from remote ages to the present time; and however 
oppressive or inhuman such enactments may at times have been, the fact of 
their existence and continuation is conclusive that they ‘have Deed deemed 
necessary to the welfare of mankind. 

Tn the language of our revolutionary fathers, * prudence dictates that govern- 
ments long established should not be changed for light and transient causes;" 
and although human progress may demand the repeal of certain laws which 
may have become offensive or unjust, the minds and wishes of those most 
concerned in such laws should be known.and consulted before they are so 
repealed. 

The change recommended by the majority would affect all classes of society ; 


and many, perhaps a large portion, of the active, industrious citizens of the 


state might deem it an unwarrantable and hasty measure. Your minority is 
not aware that this subject has been canvassed by the people; that there has 
been any considerable thought upon the measure; or that, with the exception 
of the small number of petitioners, there has icon any demand for the repeal 
of these laws. 

While your minority does not hold that “rascality is the normal condition 
of humanity,".he does not agree with the majority that dishonesty must be 
attributed to the unfavorable circumstances with which the rogue is surrounded. 
'The attempt to east the sin of the individual upon the society which he has 
offended, or to reform a corrupt heart by external canses, is as futile as to make - 
the cup and platter clean by washing the outside. If the fountain is turbid 
we may look in vain for purity in the stream. 
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Tn ea luio your minority i is of opinion, that when the existing laws are ' 


_ thought by the people to be inconsistent with the requirements or progress of 
the age, they will not fail to remind their representatives of their wishes, and 
procure such legislation as their moral and social condition may require; and 
while he would hold himself ready and cheerful to favor such repeal, were he 
convinced that it was demanded by the people, he deems it premature to legis- 
late upon the subject at this time, and therefore recommends no action upon 
ihe bill reported by the majority. |

mand, amount due not included under either of. the above heads; and it shall 
be the duty of the comptr oller to publish said, reports together in some news- 
paper printed at the seat of gover nment, accompanied with a summary of the 
items of capital circulation and deposits, specie and cash items, public securities, 
and the expense of such publication shall be defrayed by a per centage assessed. 
upon the capital stock of all the banks and banking associations in this state; 
and if any bank shall fail to furnish to the comptroller its semi-annual report 
in time for such publication, or shall fail to pay the per centage assessed by the 
comptroller under this section when the same shall be demanded by him, it 
shall forfeit and pay to the comptroller the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
applied by him to the payment of the expense of publishing the semi-annual 
reports; and the comptroller is authorized to collect the said forfeiture in his 
name, upon application to any court of competent jurisdiction in the county 
where such bank may be located. The bank comptroller shall also transmit 
annually to the legislature, at the commencement of its session, a condensed 
summary of all the items reported to him by all the banks, which summary 
shall contain a true and correct statement, as reported to him, verified by his 
oath, of the condition of all the banks in the state, at the time of their making 
their last report. Ever y, bank and banking association shall also file a copy of 
the report required: by this séction, in the office of register of deeds of the county 
where such bank is located, on the first Monday of January and, July in each 
year. The comptroller shall, on the first week of January, and the. first week 
in July in each year, publish in some newspaper.in general circulation, printed 
at the seat of government of this state, publish the number of banks in opera- 
tion under this act, and a description list of the securities transferred to. the 
state treasurer by each banking association respectively.

6 and 7 of this act.

and decrees for closing the affairs of the association, and distribute its property 
and effects among its creditors and shareholders.

At an early period of the present session, petitions were —" to this 
branch of the legislature, and referred to this committee, asking for authority 
to construct a draw bridge across said canal, at the- expense of: the Fox and 
Wisconsin: river improvement fuad ;-and the facts set forth as aioe in support 
are in substance as follows: 

By the authority. of the state,. a canal ia been. patricia from the Fox to 
the Wisconsin rivers, thereby interrupting an important public highway tza- - 


versing the ‘section of country between said rivers. To obyiate that diffieulty, 


the state authorized the board of: public works to construct. two permanent 
bridges across the canal, àt the expense of said fund; but by some hocus poeus; 
the bridges so authorized were placed at each extremity:of said canal, instead 
of being situated in such places as the wants and wishes of the ttaveling public 
absolutely require; ‘bút in consideration of the embarrassed state of | the fund, 
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the committee hesitated somewhat, and finally suggested to thosedifterested, to - 
try and do something for themselves, and with the advice and consent of those 
immediately interested, or a portion of them, reported bill No; 974 A, providing, | 
in general terms, that a bridge should be construeted'&t the junction: of Wiscon- 
sin apd De Witt streets, under the supervision of the board of public works, one- 
haif'óf which to be furnished by the improvement fund, the remaining half by 
individual subseriptions from persons interested i in the same. The bridge pro- 
posed to be so erected, is to be located at the point between Wisconsin and De 
Witt streets, in the village- of Portage city, said point being distant seventy- 
eight rods from the lock and bridge at the western terminus of said éanal, on a 
a public highway, and in that portion of the Village where the principal busi- 
ness transactions are carried on. 

Later in the session several bills were introduced, two by a member of this 
assembly, and one from the senate, authorizing the construction of bridges at 
three different points. These several proposed bridges will, with those already 
constructed, make six in the short distance of less than two miles, whieh, in the 


- opinion of your committee, would prove a serious obstruction to the navigation 


of the said canal, if, in the mutations of human affairs, it should ever be re- 
quired for that purpose. 

Common sense would dictate that the number of bridges upon a work of that 
nature, should not be greater than the actual necessities of the place require; 
but the people of Portage city are evidently a “peculiar people.” Judging from 
present appearances, every man, or nearly so, would like a bridge for his indi- 
vidual accommodation, which would be very nice, no doubt, but rather troüble- 
some. But to cap the climax of curiosities, is bill 290 A, to authorize the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Fox river, at the expense of the improvement 
fund. But of one fact we are certain—“ the state did not make the Fox river,” 
and consequently is under no obligation to bridge the same to suit the caprice 
of any; and your committee cannot see the propriety of wasting the time of 
this body by legislating on matters that are in their nature purely local, and 
should be settled by the proper authorities in their particular locality. \ . 

Your committee, therefore, would recommend no further action by this body 
on the four last named bills, to wit: Nos. 278, 279, and 290, and senate bill 
No. 188; and recommend to the favorable consideration of this oe m 
274 A, formerly reported by this committee.

The evidence presented in this case for the consideration of the committee 
would not be sufficient in a court of law to sustain the claimant, and most likely’ 
would be equally insufficient in a court of equity. Yet the committee believe 
that the state, after receiving the benefit of the services of Mr. Reynolds to an 
amount equal to the sum asked for, will not attempt to excuse itself from pay- 
ing the value of such services by resort to the strict rules of Jaw, but will be 
governed by the justice and equity of the case; for certain it is, that represen- _ 
tations, such as above mentioned, were made by the board of public works, or 
members thereof, and also by engineers, that bidders were required to bid with 
reference to the use of the dredge; and that the use of the dredge was taken 
into consideration by those who bid for said work; that in consequence of such 
representations the work was contracted for at far less than it could be done for, 
that said dredge never arrived, that the contraet was completed without it, and 
that, in the opinion of the committee, Mr. Reynolds, the contractor, should be 
paid a just compensation therefor. We therefore report the said bill back to the 
house without amendment, and recommend its passage.

On or about the 19th day of January last, in a personal interview witht the '. 
Hon. Experience Estabrook, the attorney general, I suggested that thé phe 
interest as well as duty, seemed to require that proceedings shótild: > pe 
against illegal banking ìn this state, without delay. 

‘Mr. Estabrook expressed an unwillingness to take any eee. 2 or ^e . 
tion: in the matter himself, but, at the same time, consented to the use ‘of his 
name as attorney general, in case I should employ other counsel, to commenes, 
such proceedings. Ithen named-the Hon. J. R. Doolittle gi Racine, as such - 
counsel, to which he cordially assented. 

Accordingly, on the same day, I addressed a letter to Mr. Doolittle employ- 
ing him, on behalf of the state, to institute proceedings at law against- illegal 
banking. . Soon after, Mr. Doolittle came to Madison, in response to such em-. 
ployment, and in consultation with the attorney general in the Executive-office; 
said attorney general again declined taking any responsibility or diréctioi in: 
the proceedings, but consented that Mr. . Doolittle should assume the entire re- 
sponsibility or direction thereof, and make out all the necessary papers, and: ad 
would sign the same as attorney general. . 

In pursuance of this understanding, Mr. Doolittle drew and made ot inforima-

. qualified elector may, in the town or ward where he is entitled to vote for 
county officers, deposit a ballot on which may be written or printed, or partly 
written and partly.printed the words “prohibitory liquor law, Yes," or the 
words *prohibitory liquor law, No.” Such ballots shall be deposited in a box 
or apartment thereof separate from that in which other ballots are deposited. 

Sec. 2. The ballots so cast shall be canvassed and returned in the same man- 
ner as the votes cast for state officers at any eleétion are required by law to be 
canvassed and returned, and the secretary of state shall communicate to the 
next legislature, at the commencement of its session, a statement of the result. 
of such canvass in the state. 

Sec. 3. Every ballot so cast on which are the words “prohibitory liquor law, 
yes," shall be deemed to signify and express the wish and judgment of the 
elector who cast the same, that the next legislature shall enact a law prohibiting 
by suitable and effectual regulations and penalties, the manufacture, sale, and: 
traffic of and in spirituous or intoxicating liquors of every description, within 
this state, except for medicinal, religious, sacramental or mechanical purposes; 
and every ballot so cast containing the words *prohibitory liquor law, no,” shall 

- be deemed to signify that the elector who cast the same is opposed to the en- 
actment of euch law. 

Sec. 4. All ballots cast relative to the question hereby submitted, not devia- 
ting materially from the form above prescribed, and containing sufficient to in-  . 
dicate whether they are for or against the enactment of such prohibitory law; .; 
shall be canvassed and returned. |

The speaker laid before the assembly the following communication, to wit: 
To the Hon. the Speaker ‘of the Assembly : 

In obedience to the resolution of the 26th inst. requesting me to communi- 
eate to the house over-which you preside, the facts within my knowledge, in ' 
relation to the commencement and continuance of legal proceedings against 


the Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance Company, alluded to in the message 
of his Excellency the Governor, of the 24th inst. I have the honor to subinit 
the following: | i 
Sometime about the middle of January last, in obedience to a ‘summons 
from the executive, I called on his Excellency, and was informed by him that 
he had been considering the subject of the Wisconsin Marine and Fire In- 
surance Company, and expressing his own opinion that steps should be taken 
to enjoin its further operations, and said he had sent for me (to know whether 
my views coincided with his. I told him they did, if measures could be de- 
vised which would be effectual in accomplishing that end. .He then wished to 
know if I would object to the employment of associate counsel—suggesting, by 
way of apology, that my time would be engrossed by duties connected "with 
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the proceedings €: with the rods of the legislature. To. this 1 
assented. He then enquired whether I knew James R. Doolittle, of Racine, 


and if: it would be agreeable to. me to have him employed. I replied, that I 


was slightly acquainted with him, and would cheerfully acquiééce in his selec- 
tion. At this point Mr. Orton, who was one of the party, retired tò the Gover- 
nor's private room, and his excelleney immediately followed. The two remained 
together in private conference for several minutes. -The Governor came back’ 


and seated himself by the table where I was sitting, and Mr. Orton soon paššed ; 


through the room and went out. A private conference between the Góvernór 
and his privatq secretary, in a private appartment, upon an occasion whet his 
Excelleney had sought an interview with me in the: ‘capacity, as T suppòséd; of 
legal adviser upon a subject of very grave import, struck’ me at ‘the tirne’ as 
slightly violative of the strict rules of decorum. When, however, Mr.’Orton 
retired I supposed, that he did so from motives of native and characteristid déli- 


cacy, and perhaps at the private suggestion of the Governor, in order to giveto ` 


his Excellency a better opportunity to explain to me in private the character of 
testimony t that could be bronght-to bear in the ease,.and to advise with me 
mire fully and freely in regard to the general plan. of operations. Instead of this, 
however, his Excellency continued to observe a mcs: profound and to me mys- 


terious silence. Even two or three suggestions from me, touching the subject - 


of our conferenge, failed to elicit additional light from his Excellency. WTR a 
‘short time Mr. Orton returned, and the Governor asked him if he had st€ceed- 
ed? To which Mr. Orton replied that “ he hal not,” and that “the wires were 
down.” No further explanation was given. The hot haste to summon an- 
associate for me by telegraph, together with what had previously oceurred, 
seemed to ine at the time as very extraordinary. 

It being apparent that my presence was no longer desired, I left the PA 
a state of very great uncertainty as to whether myself or his Excelleney had’ 
been rendered contemptible by the interview. T think that at this time no 
allusion whatever was made to Richmond or Blossom. The idea-of including 
them was first suggested to me, if I am not mistaken, by Mr. Doolittle. At all 
events, whenever they were alluded to, it was understood that their prosecu- 
tion was merely to preserve consistency, and that it would be regarded as 


unfair to prosecute Mitchell and let these go free. . At this time I expressed no ` 
unwillingness to take any responsibility or direction in the matter, nor did I ` 


consent to let my name be used, as intimated in the message of his Excelléney- 
` 80 2 xe T a! DES ; 
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Nothing on this subject occurred other than what I have stated above—I do 
not think I can be mistaken. l 
, Tf this climax of official debasement had been proposed, I think it would not 
have escaped my observation, I have no doubt from the manner in which 
that interview was conducted, as well as from subsequent proceedings and 
avowals on the part of his Excellency, “that the wish was father to the 
thought.” So far as this interview was characterized by a seeming ‘absence of 
courteous and polite bearing in inviting me there to make a cypher of myself, 
and to become a mere negative adjunct to a private scheme concocted between 
the Governor and his private secretary, and prosecuted in whispered tones 
between them, even in my very presence. “ Personally as an individual” I have 
no right to complain upon the official reeord—good manners and elegant bear- 
ing in social life are matters of taste, habit, and edueation, and are generally 
obeyed with the most cireumspection where the parties have had the refining 


- advantages of foreign travel. Official functionaries in their intercourse with 


each other, may or may not look for them as circumstances shall justify. But 
ifin this instance I had supposed the proposition to have been made to me, to 
abandon the use of my own name, and so to divest myself of the authority which 
the eonstitution and laws confer upon me, as that I could not at any moment 
resume them, I should have repelled the proposition as unworthy the high 
functionary from whom it emanated, and disgraceful and insulting to myself. 
This was the only conversation I had with the Governor prior to the com- 
mencement of the suit. | 

After the first interview, I heard nothing more of the matter, until the arri- 
val of Mr. Doolittle. That gentleman met me in a spirit of cordiality which at 
once precluded all doubt as to what would be the character of our future fel- 
lowship in this undertaking. 

We met together that evening, and examined the authorities, and approved 
forms of procedure upon this subject. It was doubtless tacitly understood by 
all parties concerned that he should prepare the papers. However this may be, 
I requested him to do so and he assented. The next morning we met, exa- 
mined the papers, and compared them with established forms, and when we 
deemed them perfect, I signed them. Mr. Doolittle was to go by Janesville, 
and obtain the allowance of one of the writs by Judge Whiton, and put all the 
processes into the hands of proper officers for service. I told Mr. Doolittle that 
I should expect him to become a senior counsel in the cases, and that I should 
throw the responsibility upon him. He was too polite to be outdone in cour-' 
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tesy, an eared me that the honor and responsibility of seniorship should Test - i 
with me; I insisted however, and he intimated that there could be no difficulty 
on that point between.us; that we would work shoulder to shoulder, and exert 
our joint and mutual energies for a successful termination of the issue, This 
conversation I supposed to be with him’ alone—some “Paul Pry,” may have 
had his ear at the key hole, however, and-conimunieatéd thé cónversation to: 
the Governor, and his Excelleney may havé- regarded my private arrangement 
with Mr. Doolittle as an abandonment in his favor of the prerogatives: of my of- 
fice in this behalf." — . 3 2 Bo 
A few weeks since the clerk of the court presented to me some bills of costs 
which had accrued in thesé-cases, which I examined and allowed. Those bills . | 
were presented in the senate, and the committce to whom they were referred 
called on me to know if they were right, and on my assurance that they were, — , 
the. bill for their appropriation was passed, and is now a law. A few days since 
Mr. Brown called on me, as the attorney of the Wisconsin Marine and Firo ' 
Insurance company, and asked me to continue the cause as a. matter of favor 
io himself, appealing to well known rules of etiquette regulating the profes- . 
sional intercourse between lawyers. I informed. him that associate counsel was 
employed, and that I did not feel at liberty to continue it without consulting — 
him. He insisted somewhat pertinaciously, and I told him to see the Governor, . 
and if he was satisfied with it, I would continue it without, consultation with. ve d: 4 
Doolittle. Accordingly Mr. Brown called on his Excellency, who, as he j dn 
formed me, peremptorily refused to allow it to be continued, I told him, I . 
thought myself that a case of the magnitude of this, should not be continued 
as a matter of professional courtesy. I asked him, however, if Mr. Mitchell ` 
would give me written assurances, that if the case was continued, he would

either comply with the state policy, or do that for which these proceedings 
were instituted, to wit: cease to transact his banking business, and would pay 
all costs in ease the state would discontine? 

Mr. Brown was in doubt on this point, but wished me to say ities in case 
Mr. Mitchell would so stipulate that the ease should be discontinued ;" told. ’ 
him I thought the state would be unreasonable if they. did not. The next 
morning Mr, Brown called upon me, and informed me that Mr. Mitchell had 
agreed to stipulate in accordance with my suggestion. I then called on the 2 
Governor, and informed him what had passed between us. He ‘seemed ` some- 
what excited, and: declared that he could not give his consent to-a continuance 
on any terms, This seemed to me: mE as I did not. ask: his consent 
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either in this or the subsequent instance mentioned in the message. His Ex. 
eellency became more cool, and asked me. into tlie private room, where he 
reasoned more dispassionately, upon the great importance of: compelling this 
institution to wind up. I finally told him I would see what stipulations ‘they `, 
would submit, and conclude on what course to pursue. Soon afterwards Mr. 
Brown presented me the letter of Mr. Mitchell—a copy of which accompanies 
the message of his Excellency, on an answer. I again called atthe executive 
office—not to ask his Excelleney's consent, or to consult him further in the 
premises—but to examine the executive records to ascertain what policy had 
been pursued by the former administration in regard to this subject. - : Í then 
found in a letter from Governor Dewey to my predecessor, that precisely the’ 
same ground had been taken, as is contemplated in Mr. Mitchell's letter referred 
to. I called the attention of his Excellency to that letter, Grid found he was: 
already aware of its existence. and was familiar with its contents. -I told him’ 
that I thought the public interest and public sentiment demanded that the 
same policy should be adhered to, and that I should deem it my duty tó "s.c 
pulate for a continuance upon the terms proposed. His Excellency informed : 
me that he did not think I had the power to make such stipulation; to which | 
I gave his Excellency to understand that I should furnish him an opportunity ` 
to test the question in such manner as he should desire. . 

The following morning I signed, arid filed in the clerk's office, the stipula- 
tion referred to, and, at the same time, informed the clerk that no act relating 
to this matter, done by Mr. Orton, would receive my approval. The clerk had 
previously informed me that some of the costs in the bill presented for my ap- 
proval were incurred upon papers filed in the case by Mr. Orton. This was my 
reason for the caution. The stipulation provided that all proceedings should be . 
suspended, and good faith demanded that nothing further should be done in ' 
the premises. Besides, if my official functions are indeed merged in those of 


the Governor, yet, whatever facts may be gleaned from other sources of informa- 
tion, if resort be had alone to the official record of election returns, it is apparent 


that Mr. Orton is clearly not the Governor. His Excellency saw fit to com- 
municate to your honorable body the intelligence that he has been informed, in 
a private interview with Mr. Brown, that that gentleman, together with Mr. 
Mitchell, was about to take a trip to Europe. It must be regarded as singular 
that no suitable measures are :e:0mmended, in view of this startling announce- 
ment. Indeed, it is observable that; in the great haste caused by the extraor- ` 
dinary exigency of the case, to communicate this matter to your honorable 
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body, his. Excdllency has omitted to make any recommendation whatever in the - 


premises. , If this feasure, 80 binusual in an ‘executive : document, ' ‘was not the. 
result of mere inadver tence, then that instrument . can m regarded as nothing | 
dse than an official advertisement to.the-wbole world in general, and to those - 
who may be meditating an attack upon executive purity in partieular, that al 
influences of a selfish or sordid character will continue to be steadily resisted As i 
heretofore, . In view of the suggestion; however, it may not be inappropriate. to 
inquire whether the Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurarice Company is not about 
to pack itself up; and betake itself, back to the bonnie heaths of its own native 
Scotland; and whether it does mot, therefore, present a proper case for the in- 
erposition of that remedial process recently sought to be rescued from the 
bseurity of barbarous Latin by law reformers, and, in plain English, denomi- 
ated a writ of “no go.” It will be perceived that, by the terms of the stipula- ` 
ion between Mr. Mitchell and myself, the state is not required to retrace its steps, 
oundo anything it has done, or to do any-act or thing affecting the merits 
fthe controversy. The only thing granted, is a continuance over one term, 
hich will carry it beyond the time when the state will have EMO its policy 
nthe subject of banking. — — 

Mr. Mitchell, on behalf of the company, stipulates that he-will abide by the -

ecute the laws and subserve the general interests of the state;" lest unhappily 
lnegleeted to make such protestation, the purity of my parpose might be’ 
spected. 

The occurrence of this paragraph in the message of.His Excellency must bè re 

"ded as most fortunate and opportune, as it removes the doubt that might ` 
herwise exist in the minds of anxious enquirers as to why a subject of such ; 
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magnitude as to require a transfer of the powers which appertain to my depart- 
ment to that of the executive, should not have heen made a prominent theme 
in the annual message of His Excellency, or as to whether any insurreetionary 
movements among the people in view of the ravages of this monster, have since 
created a necessity for such transfer—and as to whether all the purposes of a 
good conscience so keenly alive to the minutest details of official duty, would 
not have been as well answered by calling the attention of the proper depart- 
ments of Government to this subject. It would be folly for me to deny that 
the law department of this state might’ have been endowed with an abler head; 
but a moment's reflection would teach His Excellency that this is not his ‘fault, 


If the interests of my department shall suffer in consequence of my lacks. or 


incompetency, it is I alone who am responsible, deett to the people who håve 
placed me there. ZU 

In conclusion, permit me to remark that if in any given case I had been in- 
duced to lay down the prerogatives of my official station m meek submission at 
the feet of executive power, and if subsequent facts and circumstances should 
justify the belief that the powers so acquired, together with the laws of the land 
and the-machinery of our courts, were sought to be prostituted to the purposes 
of personal caprice, or wielded as an engine of private malice, I should deem 
it-not only within the scope of my legitimate authority, but demanded of me 


` ‘as an imperative duty to resume the prerogatives so temporally suspended.

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REPORT: 

That your committee have had the said bill under consideration, and are 
constrained to report unfavorably to its passage, for reasons which will be brief- 
ly stated. . 

We deem it unnecessary to enter at large, upon the various questions which 
have arisen from and grown out of this improvement, as they have been amply : 
considered, and ably treated, im reports which are familiar to every member of 
this house. We are fully impresséd with the importance of the work to the 
interests of the State, and would rejoice to see it brought to a speedy and ef- 
ficient completion, could this be effected by a legitimate use of the means pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

But the bill in question aims at measures which, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, are inconsistent with the good faith of the State towards contractors on 
these works, if not in violation of the terms by which the lands in aid of this 
improvement were granted by the general government. 

The first and second sections of the bill provide fer the sale of the lands 
thus granted at a minimum price of $2 50, except to RE: or those who 
have improved said lands. 

The committee had supposed that many of the occupants of these lands 
had remonstrated against this advanced price; but the chairman of the com- 

mittee, who is well qualified to know, assures us that the proposed Pi EE 
will give general satisfaction. 

The fifth section of this act provides for the issue of stock certificates, which, 
by the sixth section, the Governor is authorized to sell, or pay out upon any 
sums due or to become due to any contractor upon said improvement, and de- 


: clares that “preference shall be given to the contractors aecording to the date of 


their several contracts." 

The first contract upon the work, namely, that of the Grand Chute, was tae 
ken by Messrs. Talmadge & Story; the second, Cedar Rapids, by Messrs. 
White, Risley & Arndt; that of Morgan L. Martin, for that portion compri- 
sing the Little Chute and the Grand Kaukana, bearing date subsequent to the 
above named. The communication of Governor Dewey, bearing date February 
10, 1851, and recommending to the legislature the proposal of -Mr. Martin to 
undertake the wors; says: “Mr. Martin further propóses to be reimbursed by 
the State (the rest ofthe Iviprovement to be first completed and paid for) 


` from the proceeds of the sales of land granted by Congress for the improve- 


ment of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers,” &e. .: 
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Mr. Martin’s contract with the State carries out this proposition in the follow- 
ing language, viz: “It is understood and agreed by the contracting partion, that 
the funds arising from the sale of lands. granted i in aid of said’ improvement, 
are to be applied in payment of such sums_as may be due, and to become 
due, upon contracts already let, in preference to this contract." 

It will thus be seen that it wasa condition of Maitin's contract, expressed ‘in 
its terms, and understood by the Governor, that he should wait for the py- 
ment of his work till the other contracts wére finished and paid for. a 

Now, the application of these certificates, or the avails of their sales are, by, 
the provisions of this bill, for the benefit of contractors, having “preference ac- 
cording to the dates of their several contracts :” but it- does not provide | that 
the rest of the improvement shall be first completed and paid for; nor ‘that 
these funds shall “be applied in payment of such sums as may be due, or to 

ome dué, on contracts already let, in preference to (Martin 's) contract.” Ii: 
justice to the previous contractors, and a palpable invasion of their rights, 
would consequently. result from this arrangement. 

Again: The'sévénth section declares that the certificates heretofore issued to 
Morgan L. Martiñ- are made redeemable out of the fund on the first. day: of 
January, 1861, this’ thaking provision for the payment of his éénrract without 
a similar provision for previous contracts, 

The committee forbear from any further commente pon this bill, as they 
deem it unnecessary to occupy any further time than a brief statement of the 
main objections demanded.

Dear Sir: Your note of the 19th inst. is duly received. I find that it will 
not be consistent with my engagements here to go to Madison until Monday 
next, l . 

For the distinguished honor conferred upon me by your choice—an honor ` 
at once undeserved and unexpected, I am most deeply grateful; and, in return, 
Lean only promise that, so far as I am able, I will endeavor faithfully to dis- 
charge the trust which you have been pleased to confide to me.

Pursuant to my engagement, I came to Madison, and presented myself to 
the Governor, at his executive office. ' ; 

During the interview, he informed me thaths regarded i it as his imperious duty, 
and had come to the detremination, to enforce the laws against illegal banking 
in this state. I understood him to say that the attorney general was reluctant 
to take the responsibility upon himself of commencing prosecutions to attain 
that object, but would concur in them, if the executive would take the Tepon- 
sibility of directing them to be commenced, and that he had cordially consented 
to my employment as counsel for the state. He said also, in the course of the 
conversation, that from time to time there had been legislative action against 
the Wisconsin marine and fire insurance company, and that seme legal pro- 
ceedings had heretofore been instituted, but that as yet the state had never 
succeeded in bringing that institution into court; and that, if a suit was com- 
menced, he, as the executive of the state, was determined to carry it through. 

Soon after this interview with the governor, T sought one with the attorney 
general, and in passing through the park to his hotel, I met him near the steps 
of the capitol. Our meeting was cordial After a moment’s conversation, I 
took his arm, and we withdrew a little into the park, where I at once explained 
to him, what he already seemed to anticipate, the object of my visit to Madison. 
Tt was in the course of this conversation, if I mistake not, that the attorney 
general, after some conversation about the great importance of the suit against 
the Wisconsin marine and fire insurance company, said he should throw the 
responsibility of senior counsel upon me; and to which I replied, not merely 
from professional courtesy. but froga sense of what was dae his position as 
attorney general of the state, that 1 was unwilling to take-upon. myself that 
honor and that responsibility, but that there could be no diffieuliy upon that 
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point between him and me; that we could work shoulder to shoulder, and 
prosecute the matter to the end. A meetin g was then appointed for consulta- 
tion, to take place that evening, and we met in the private-room’ ‘of the execu- 
tive office, where we examined several statutes and authorities bearing upon 
the subject. During this consultation, Mr. Orton, the private secretary ‘of the 
governor, was present most of the time, and if I mistake not, the governor 
himself was occasionally present. After some time spent in consultation, the 
‘attorney general remarked, and I think Mr. Orton was present, in substance, 
that he should put the responsibility upon me, and that I must prepare the 
papers; to which I assented. The papers were drawn and engrossed accor- 
dingly. The next day, when ready for signature, the attorney general was 
notified, and we met again in the private room’ of the governor, Mr. Orton 
was-also present, and the governor was also in the room at one time, I am quite 
confident. “After some remark’ that the papers were ready, the attorney general 
again said something about the responsibility of the matter resting: upon me, 


. and that he was willing to subscribe the papers without examination; but I 


insisted upon their being read, and they were read, and then subscribed, : It 
was then understood that I should return by Janesville, and obtain the allow- 
ance of Judge Whiton upon one of the informations, and return the same to 


. Mr. Orton, with whom the informations in two causes were left, who would, 


' upon receiving if, file all the informations at once, and issue the writs, which 
were also prepared and left with him, against all the banking houses, at the 
same time. It was understood that rules to plead were to be entered, upon-the 
return of process duly served, and that, if answers were put in ‘by any of the 
defendants, copies were tobe forwarded to me at Racine, where, if necessary, 
replications could be drawn, and the matter put at issue. I returned-home, and 
heard nothing more of the matter until I saw the special message of the: gov- 
ernor upon that subject. RE 

I have given above my best recollection of all that occurred within my own 
personal knowledge, which may be regarded as material in answer to the reso- 
lution of inquiry. I was not aware that anything unpleasant had passed be- 
tween the governor and attorney general at the time. Both of those gentle- 
meu, in their official and: private intercourse, treated me with great courtesy.— 
By what has transpired, I have been.placed in a position of great delicacy.— 
My earnest desire is to do justice to. both of these high functionaries, and, so 
far as I may, to allay any personal feeling growing out of my connection with 
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the cause, and which aches in the pr osceution of a matter of ‘such great” mo- 
ment, put in jeopardy the character and dignity as well as the interests ‘bf the 
state. Da L 
My understanding of the whole matter, in a single word, was, that. as the 
governor had directed the prosecutions to be commenced, and had selected me 


as counsel for the state for that purpose, the attorney general concurred;in the ` 


prosecutions, throwing upon the executive the responsibility of the suits as an 
administration, measure, and at the same time holding me, as the counsel selected 
by the governor, responsible for the correctness and legality of the proceedings. 

It is due. to myself to say, that from my relation to the matter, and from 
all that had occurred, I had a right to expect to be consulted, at least, in every 
important step relating to the progress of the cause. Candor, however; ,Cgn- 
pels mé to. add, thatif I had been consulta upon the question of: the propriety 
or impropriety of stipulating for a continuance of. the cause, I should haxe;de- 
ferred my: judgment to the judgment of the executive; upon whom, .as,L, un- 
derstood it; the responsibility of. the prosecution: as an administration measure 
rested, and should have eonfined myself to a careful examination of the form 
and language of the stipulation, to see that no undue advantage should be 
gained, prejudicial to the interests:and character of the state or its executive 
officers.

has been making within the past few years, in allowing its dearest interests to

years, The name of the brilliant schemer who first set the ball in motion has] 
not yet taken its place on the historic page, it may be too soon to pronounce] 
judgment upon his character; yet we think we hazard nothing in expressingé 
our belief that the children of the West may bave reason to raise up and eallj 
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be hazarded in wild theories of political economy, which in the attempt to put 
them in pr actice, aye resulted in diminishing our home resources, paraliZing 
our home industr y, and our home markets, and mortgaging a gre eat portion of 
our whole land to foreign capitalists. à 

Our people have grown lavish of wealth which they do not own, flaunt di 
selves in borrowed plumage, and boast largely of the vast schemes which they 
earry on with borrowed money. 

To reach the climax of folly, it was only needed that the people of the west 
should mortgage to foreign capitalists the rich inheritance of their children, the 
lands, which, at a merely nominal price, lie open to the settler, and invite the 
enterprising from the older states of the confederacy, as well as the emigrants 
from other countries, to seek a home among us; and this we are now asked to 
do. There is scarcely a state in the west, in however small a degree its re- 
sources may have been developed, or its territory peopled, which is not covered 
with a web of imaginary railroads, many of which can never be built, and the 
plans of which were only intended to afford a basis, on which to rest the claim 
of the projectors to tracks of land for purposes of speculation. There are, 
doubtless, meritorious schemes among them, and your committee have no deubt 
there are such in this state, for roads, which, if built, must be of great value in 
developing its resources, and aiding in its growth. Your committee have, 
thereforé, undertaken to decide between them, believing as they do that what- 
ever this state can do—whatever Congress may be induced to do for the inter- 
est of our internal improvements, without hazarding other, and more important 
interests—we hope will be done. But we have to deal with a tast system of a 
peculiar character, the beginning of which we have not yet seen—a system 
which we believe to be fraught with evil consequences to our state, if carried 
out in accordance with the requests of the memorialists. 

In ease this system shall prevail, your committee believe that this state will 
suffer. In the erection within her borders of vast landed monopolies, and. in- 
dividual ownerships of immense estates, the existence of which among us is 80 
contrary to all just theories of republican government, and threatens to send us 
back to the state of things in the old world. In shameful fraud and corrup- 
tion, of which we have already witnessed prominent examples; in the exag- 
gerated accounts of the value of lands along the proposed line of the Illinois 
central railroad, put forth to induce foreign capitalists to venture their funds in 
the enterprise. 

In placing our estimates upon these lands, and the circulation of fraudulent 
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. Gent cities extensively laid out, but thinly, settled, which received thousands of . 
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statements, to sustain the estimates, which reminds us ofthe plats of .magnifi- 


our countrymen, and convulsed the whole nation but a few: years since. 

. In throwing out of market an immense quantity of lands (in the case of the 
‘grants asked for in oux state fully one-third) and placing them in the hands of 
our non-resident owners, and thus, according to our imperfect system of assess- 
ment, in increasing largely the burthens of taxation, upon a people who are al- 
ready outraged almost to the point of endurance, by being compelled to sustain 
the burthens of thousands.of capitaliste who refuse to share.in the expenses 

whilst they reap all the benefits of government. 
And in shoft, as-the result of the manifold evils, in fading t that the tide of 


, immigration of native ejtizens-of. other states, and of persons who turn from 
.: poverty.and oppression in foreign" lands to seek a- home in the free west, is 
. : checked, and moves in other directions, to the lasting injury of our best inter- 


ests. 

Firmly believing that the jaiei of grants ee for by the. ER in 
common with others, if car ried ‘out in its full extent, would result in great detri- 
ment to this state, and would place the interests.and prosperity of the Western 
States: in the: hands of gigantic monopolies, whose policy, as their. interests 
would dictate, would be such as to cause us forever to regret the favors granted: 
them. 


Your committee would, théréfore, recommend no action in favor of said me- 


-Morials, but instead thereof, beg. leave to recommend one general memorial to 


‘Congress, as a substitute for each and severally those now in. our possession.— 
Your committee accordingly recommend the passage of said substitute, believ- 


‘ing, as they do, that the five proposed railroad routes therein named, running 


throughout the entire length and breadth. of the best portion of our State, 
starting and ending at the most important business points therein, will best 
subserve.our true interest, and, that it is the, most judieions system ‘for this 
state to adopt in. reference to. this particular kind of internal improvement—af- 
ter a careful examination your committee verily believe, inasmuch as the grants 
of land asked for from Congress by said substitute, herewith presented, are to 
be controlled by the state, subjeet ‘to legislative action from time to time, the 
proceeds of which are to be used to aid in the construction of said railroads, 
and for no other ‘purpose.

ExxcurIvE Department, April 7, 1852, 
To the Assembly: 

The bill entitled “An act relating to the sale of mortgaged premises,” I 
herewith return to the Assembly, where the same originated, with the following 
objections to the same becoming a law: 

This bill provides in the first section, that “every decree of a court of chan- 
cery for the sale of mortgaged premises in all cases where the foreclosure is 


‘made upon a mortgage containing a power of sale, as specified in chapter 121 


of the Revised Statutes, unless it shall appear to the satisfaction of the judge 
that the mortgaged premises are inadequate security for the sum adjudged to 
be due thereon, when the debt adjudged to be due from the mortgagor shall 
amount to the sum of one thousand dollars or less, shall contain a provision de- 


-claring that, if the mortgagor, his heirs, executors, administrators, assigns or 


grantees, shall within one year, or if the sum so adjudged to be due shall ex- 
ceed the sum of one thousand dollars, within two years from and after the time 
of making such sale, pay to the purchaser, his heirs or assigns, or to the person 
making such sale, the sum of money which shall be bid for said mortgaged 
premises on such sale, or any distinct parcel or tract thereof separately sold, to- 
gether with interest thereon, at the same rate per annum as was contracted for 
or agreed to be paid in the note or agreement mentioned in the mortgages, and 
cost of such sale, as well as the certificate granted thereon, and hereinafter men- 
tioned, shall be null and void; and it shall be lawful for the mortgagor of the 
premises in such decree mentioned, his heirs, executors, administrators, assigns 
or graritees, to redeem the premises so sold, at any time within the period speci- 
fied in said decree, within which the payment of such purchase money and in- 
terest may be made, by payment of such purchase money and interest and costs 
to the purchaser or purchasers, or to the person authorized to make such sale.” 
This section and its provisions are made in terms to apply to “every decree,” 
“in all cases,’ when the mortgage contains a power of sale, and the premises 
are adequate security for the debt, thus affecting mortgages of this class, execu- 
ted prior as well as subsequent to the passage of this law, if it should go into 


~ effect. 


The introduction into a decree of sale upon the foreclosure of mortgages 


A 
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heretofore executed, of such new and important niin amounts, in my 
opinion, to such an obstruction of the rights accruing upon mortgages executed 
prior to such a radical- change in the form and effect of the decree of sale, 
though professing to act on the remedy only as is obnoxious to the prohibition 
contained in the 10th section of the constitution of the United States, against 
ihe passage of laws impairing the obligation of contracts. 

In the case of Byron vs. May, decided in the supreme court of this state at 
the June term, 1850, the practice in this state, at least, has been settled, that 
mortgages containing a power of sale may be foreclosed ia chancery like any 
other, and without any right of redemption after the sale. 

From a careful examination of the case of Bronson vs. Kinzie, decided by 
the supreme court of the United States, involving the same question, and re- 
ported in the 1st of Howard, and also of the case of McCracken vs. Hayward, 
decided in the same court, and reported in the 2nd of Howard, I am clearly 
satisfied that this bill falls under the same objections of a similar law of the 
state of Illinois, declared in those two cases unconstitutional and void. 

For this reason, I respectfully return this bill for further consideration.

The proper construction of this section of the act of congress, is of the utmost 
importance in determining the rights and authority of. this state in the disposi- 
tion of this grant. 

I understand it to mean a grant of a certain quantity of land by Sing to 
the state of Wisconsin in trust, accompanied by provisos, conditions, .and direc- 
tions for its application to the object named, and that this state is not at liberty 
to violate or disregard the special directions contained in the instrument, creating 
the trust, for the disposition of the trust estate. | 

That the conditions and directions of this act, prohibit the disposition of 
the lands in advance of the works, any further than for the sum of twenty thousand . 
dollars, is not questioned. But on the other hand, that they also prohibit 
the prosecution of the works in advance of the fund available from the sales of 
land, is by some denied, and the policy embraced in this bill is bdsed upon the 
hypothesis that no such prohibition is contained in the act, 

In case of the U. S. vs. Freeman, decided in the supreme court of the United. 
States, at the January term 1845, the following is laid down as the established. 
zule for the construction of statutes. 

“That the meaning of the legislature may be extended beyond the precise 

words used in the law, from the reason or motive upon which the legislature 
proceeded, from the end in view, or the pues which was designed.” 
— Under this rule, what was the “ reason" upon which the national eer 
proceeded; what “end” did they have in view, and what.“ purpose” was de- 
signed by the conditions: and directions contained in this grant? Allseem to 
agree, that ¿kat “ reason," “ end” and “ purposes" were to prevent a waste and 
extravagant expenditure of the fund. For this “reason, end, and purpose,” eon- 
gress prohibits the sales of the lands in advance of the work; and for the same 
reason, in my opinion, congress also prohibits in this section, the prosecution of 
the work in advance of the fund and upon credit. If this latter construetion is- 
not admitted to be correct, then this obvious “ reason, end,.and purpose" of any 
condition whatever in this law, are entirely defeated. 

What can.be.the difference, whether the lands are all sold and PETE into: 
money before the work is commenced, and then wasted, and. extravagantly ex- 
pended in its prosecution ; or the work is. prosecuted and completed wástefully 
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and extravagantly upon the credit of the fund not yet received, but pledged and , 


set apart to the payment of this indebtedness, thus wastefully and recklessly 


contracted, when it shall afterwards be received from sales of the granted lands? 


To illustrate this view of the question, I will suppose a familiar case. A parent 
gives to his son a section of land, for the sole purpose of defraying the expenses 
of his education and no other, with the condition, however, that the son shall 
not dispose of this land, except in parcels from time to time, as it may be ac- 
tually required for this purpose. 

The son dares not sell the land, and convert it into money as he might do, 
when needed, but chooses rather to run in debt, recklessly, partly for his edu- 
cation, but mostly for other purposes, and mortgages the land to secure the 
payment of these extravagant debts. By this course, the condition made by the 
parent, that the land shall not be sold sooner than actually required for the edu- 
eation of his son, may not literally be broken, but the whole *purpose, reason, 
and end" of the condition are evaded and violated, and this paternal gift is 
just as effectually squandered and lost as if he had been permitted to sell his 
land and convert it into ready money, at the start, and had afterwards squan- 
dered and lost it. - 

This similitude, however, rests upon the assumption that the son had the 
right to mortgage or pledge the land for his debts. 

To apply.this illustration to the grant of the general government to this 
state, for the purpose of this improvement and no other, it is only necessary to 
consider, that the ‘bill under consideration, contemplates that the state has the 
right to pledge the fund in advance of sales of land for the payment of all 
debts contracted for the prosecution of the work. Will the work cost any less, 
and is there less chance to waste, misapply, or squander this fund, by prosecut- 
ing the work upon credit, and in advanee of sales; and pledging the fund irre- 
vocably for the payment of the indebtedness thereby contracted, when the lands 


shall afterwards be converted into money, than by first selling all the lands, and 


doing the work upon ready cash? 

Indeed, every reason would dictate that the danger of misapplication and 
waste would be far less, if the lands should all be sold and converted into mo- 
ney before the work should commence, and then the work should be prosecu- 
ted safely upon the principle of ready cash payments, than if the work be pro- 
secuted as it has been to some extent, and as this bill contemplates it shall be 
in future, upon credit, and in anticipation of available means. An act has al- 
ready been passed at the present session of the legislature, providing for the 
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payment of twelve per cent interest, upon this very indebtedness, showing that 


at léast this much might havé been saved to the fund, had there been’ cash in ` 


hand to pay for the work already done.—And the experience of every business 


man teaches that more labor can be obtained un ready money than upon 
' credit. 

The Governor of this state is required by this act of congress, after the first 
sale of land, in order to authorize a second sale, “to certify the fact to the Pre- © 
sidént of the United States that one-half of said sum (the sum of twenty thou- 
sand dollars, the proceeds of the first sale) has been expended upon said im” 


provements.” 
* One-half of said sum” most clearly means one-half of the twenty thousand 


dollars received as the proceeds of the first sale, and cannot refer to any other 
sum created by any other means than here -specified, clearly implying, in my 


opinion, that the work is to be done by cash in hand, and not on credit. 

His éertificate to the President of the fact that ten thousand dollars worth of 
work has been done on credit, would not, in the 1neaning of this law, be such 
certificate as to authorize a sale of these lands. 

If this is the proper construction of this law of congress eee the grant, 


and I cannot see how any other construction could reasonably obtain the policy — 


contemplated by this bill, of prosecuting this work upon credit, in advance of 
the available means in money, and of issuing warrants and stock certificates as 
evidence of the indebtedness, and pledging the fund in anticipation for their 
redemption, is in direct violation of the terms of the grant. 

It is contended by some, that the state having accepted of this grant, has 


become obligated, not only to appropriate this fund to the purposes of this im- ` 


provement, but also to complete the improvement, whether this fund should be 
sufficient for that purpose or not. Tv this position I can by no means assent. 
The tenth section of article eight of our state constitution provides that “ the 
state shall never contract any debt for works of internal improvement, or 


be a party in carrying on such works; but whenever grants of land or 


other property shall have been made to the state, especially dedicated by the ` 


grant to particular works of internal improvement, the state may carry on such 


particular works, and devote thereto the avails of such grants, and-may pledge. 
or appropriate the revenues derived from such works in aid of their com- : 


pletion.” 
Does this section of the constitution mean that when there has been a Sait 


of land made to the State, however small and inadequate, for a particular work .

debt to at least a million and a half of dollars, 
Iam fully convinced that this section of the constitution only authorizes the 


State to expend the grant made for an improvement, and to apply the revenues | 


of such work to aid in its completion, (when revenues under the constitution 


may properly accrue) and then the authority. to carry on works of internal | 


improvement, or bë a party to contracts for such’ purpose, ceases, 

With this view of the constitution, the prosecution , and completion of the 
Fox and Wisconsif river improvement upon credit, and in advance of the sale, 
and disposition of the granted lands, are utterly inconsistent; for it is impos- 


sible to deter mine, in advance of the sales, how much money may be .obtained 


by the disposition of the grant; it may be less, or it may be more than would, 


be required to complete the work. 


If the work is prosecuted upon credit, in advance of the sales, it may be, 
found, in the end, that the fund is insufficient to pay the indebtedness, and 


then would remain a debt created and permitted by the laws and authorities 
of the State, which the State must ultimately pay or.repudiate, — 

Against such a contingency, it was to be hoped we were sufficiently guarded, 
as a state, by a constitution utterly prohibiting the ereation of any * publie 
debt?" 

The act of the legislature, approved August 8, 1848, Dr for the 
construction of this improvement and the expenditure of the fund, in effoct 
confirins thé foregoing construction of the act of Congress making the grant, 


and of our own constitution, for it contemplates throughout the prosecution of

The stock certificate required to be issued by this bill, by the secretary of 
the State and under the great seal of the State, pledge “the revenues of said 
improvement, and in advance of its completion": Section Ist of Article 9, of 
ihe constitution of this State, provides that “the river Mississippi and the navi- 
gable waters leading into the Mississippi and St. Lawrence, and the carrying.

This section, in my opinion, is a palpable violation of the terms of the grant;

President of the United States the certificate required by the act of Congress, 
if the sales are made for anything else. « 
6. The last section of this bill provides for “ setting apart," for the improve- 
ment of the Wisconsin river, one-sixth of the entire fund, if so much shall be 
necessary for that purpose, embracing one sixth of what has already been 
realized from sales of land, as well as one-sixth of the proceeds of sales yet to ; 
be made; and that said improvement shall be commenced the present season, / 
and progress until completed. But it-does not provide how this “ cne-sixth” 
is ever to be obtained. The bill provides for the issuing of stock certificates to + 
the amount of two hundred thousand dollars, in addition to the warrants and 
certificates already outstanding, and makes them all receivable in payment for : 
lands that may be sold. These warrants and certificates will more than cover 
all the lands yet granted and to be sold, which will virtually preclude the ` 
accumulation of any fund to be expended upon the Wisconsin river from this. -- 
source; and where it is to be obtained is a matter of conjecture. ' 3 
It is apparent, however, that this last section conflicts with the preceding 
provisions of the bill; for the fourth section “sats apart as a separate and 
distinct fund," the moneys arising from the sales of land and payable into the, ., 
state treasury, [except so much thereof as may be deemed necessary to com- A 
plete the navigation of the canal and upper Fox river, between the Wisconsin . 
river and lake Puckaway] to pay the interest on and redeem the stock certifiz 1 
cates in the bill mentioned. For these reasons, and others that might bé ' 
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named, if reasonable space would allow, i have withheld my assent to‘ this bill": 
Congre ess in making this grant, has also, in, my opinion, directed. how the. sales: - 
may be made, and the fund expended. And until congress shall. amend. this. & 
act, and give this fund to the state without conditions or term, I'eannot but 
conclude that the state and the governor are to obey the direction of the acts 
of congress. If, in the management of this fund, we have. wandered from; the. 
grant and violated the constitution, I know of no safer or more judicious way. 
of remedying the evil than to return to and carry out the law as it stands, with: : 
a dueregard to the constitution; or to seek relief by asking congress to antend 
thà act making the grant, This improvement is without doubt of grent: im-, 
portance to the state, but by no means so important as to justify any violations 
of the act of congress, or our own constitution, to secure its completion.

It appears by an act of the legislature, approved August 8, 1848, sec. 5, that 
the board of publie works were instructed, first, to complete the Portage canal, 
and then commence the improvement of both rivers; and for the purpose of com- 
pleting the improvements on both rivers, one sixth part of all the proceeds of the 
sales of the land granted by the general government for said improvement was 
set apart to the improvement of the Wisconsin river, and five-sixths to the im- 
provement of the Fox river. Now as to what has been done by the board of 
public works, in order to carry into effect the provisions of the aforesaid act, in 
improving the navigation of the Wisconsin river, the amount that has been 
expended, and the amount yet due and to be realized out'of said fund, your 
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committee, after a careful investigation of the subject, have arrived. at the fol- 
lowing facts: It appears by the report of the joint select-committee to whom 
was referred so much of the governor's message as relates to the Fox and 
Wisconsin rivers improvement, that there has been received from the-sales of 


lands’ already made, the sum of $123,025 69. Said. committee further tepiort . 


that there is yet due the improvement 173,239.70 acres; which, taken with 


thé balance on hand at the state land office 36.232:20, makes 209,471,901 — 


acres; which, at $1 25 per acre, makes a sum of $260,839 88 yet:due tothe 
improvement. Now, out of the gross amount of the fund: aceruing from this 
donation, deduct the sum of $55,606 99, the probable cost of the Portage 
canal, and the entire avails of the grant applicable to the improvement of: the 
Fox and Wisconsin rivers would be $328,258 58, to be expended on the im- 
provements of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. One-sixth of this sum, amount- 
ing to $54,709 76, should, according to the provisions of the act befole 
referred to, be expended in improving the navigation of the Wisconsin river 
below the Portage. According to the report of the board of public works, 
the sum of $2,382 69 i» all that has been expended on the Wisconsin; and 
from the best information your committee has been able to obtain, that so. far 
from improving the navigation of the Wisconsin by this expenditure, it has 
actually been an injury. 

In view of the vast amount of business done on the Wisconsin river, and 
which is rapidly increasing, and of the importance of improving the navigation 
of the same, your committee are of the opinion that the one-sixth part of, all 
the funds arising from the sales of the Jands donated by the general govern- 
ment for the purpose of improving the navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin 
rivers, should be set apart and expended in improving the Wisconsin below 
the Portage, or so much thereof as shall be necessary to complete the improve- 
ments; and in order to effect this object, your committee would report the 
accompanying bill and recommend its passage.

REPORT: ” 

With reference to the expense of these papers, your committee do not deem 
that the specific items furnished are any fair criterion upon which to arrive at 
the true state of the case. Daily papers are connected with weeklies, and 
frequently unusual expenditures are resorted to, which the particular object of 
the expense will not justify, in the expectation that it will be reimbursed i in the 
general benefits to the establishment. Reports of particular events, . such as 
murder trials, public orations, legislative proceedings, &o., &c. seldom payt their 


cost in themseives, but they are attended to and reported because they go to 
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make up the interesting features of a newspaper, and contribute generally to 
the advantage of the'enterprise. Various other things must be taker into the 
account, such as compensation for daily advertising; and, in the ease of the 
main petitioners here, the daily publication of the laws at 50cts. per, folia; the 
fact that the contents of the daily make up the. weekly, and the weekly is taken 
throughout the state, for no other reason than that it contains tbe.affajrs;ef 
state oceurring at the seat of government. For instance, .there is àn item here 
of $6 per day for reports, when these reports are what fill the weekly sheeta, 


and ,what the one or two thousand persons who take these weekly papers, 


expect and pay for. For thesereasons your committee believe thatthese specifie 
items are no just criterion of the actual state of the case. The best and safest 
ground to go on is to consider what is the customary price of these papers, and 
what the publishers themselves offer to do. Six dollars a year, or $1 

per quarter, is the highest price asked for any daily in this state; and $4 per 
year, or $1 per quarter, is the price of the “ Milwaukee F ree Democrat, and 
the advertised price of these Madison dailies. This offer was made to the 
public before and since the commencement of the session, and is yet made in 
some of them. Subscriptions were solicited from individuals and from the 
legislature at these rates, and with this specific understanding were the | papers 
taken ;, and all, this We have been done with a fall and complete knowledge 
of all the expense attending upon the matter; because the papers are in no 
respect different or better than what was nue and expected from the state. 
Then, either the price agreed pon is enough, or else these men intended from 
the start to come in for this claim of extra compensation, and in effect to keep 
the legislature 1 in the dark, for the purpose of procuring the papers to be taken, 
and then throw themselves upon the sympathy of the body, for increased pay. 
Many people in different parts of the state have taken these dailies, and paid 
their dollar, and we apprehend it would be a matter of no small surprise to 
them to receive a claim for two dollars more, on the plea t that the paper cost 


that much. We do not know why it should not equally ‘be a matter of sur- f 


prise to a wholesale customer, as the state has been. We are not’ aware that 
the state either compelled or invited the establishment of somé four daily papers 
here, They were in operation when the legislature met, and urged themselves 
upon the body. They were taken at their own terms; which, if they knew 
anything about their business, must have been enough; and it is difficult‘fr us 
to perceive upon what ground the state is to DE called ipon ther to "* up 
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losses or increase profits. We should smile at the claim as absurd as individuals, 
and.we know not why we should treat it otherwise for our constituents. — 


But your committee, as persons having experience im such matters, designed . 
only to call attention to the fact, that in estimating the cost and profits-of daily 
papers, many considerations, some of which théy have mentioned, must. enter 
into the account, and that the published terms of papers are . the best evidence 
always of what such papers can be published for. 


— Whether the tax payers of the state shall pay losses or add to profits of news- 
` paper establishments—whether they shall pay forthe speeches of members, and 
letters from Madison—whether they shall pay twice or three times as much for 
papers they don't want, as those do who take them voluntarily—and finally, 
whether we, as representatives, shall compel our constituents to pay claims, 
which, as individuals, we should treat as absurd, are questions which this body 
can settle better than the committee.

Wisconsin Marine & Fire Ixsurance Company’s OFFICE, 
Milwaukee, April 9, 1852. 
To tihe Hon. the House of Assembly of the State of Wisconsin: 
My attention has been called to the proceedings of your honorable body 
in relation to the stipulation entered into between the attorney-general and - 
myself, for the continuance from June to December of the proceedings instituted 
by the state againstthis institution. The propriety of this stipulation was sug- 
gested and acquiesced in for reasons deemed quite as consonant with the public ` 
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interest as with that of this company. Since the.formation of our State, Govern- * 
ment, I have. eyer. been in favor of the passage of, A general banking law, and 
have repeatedly declar ed that this Tnstitution, waiving : all questions iwr egar dio; ^ k 
the construction of its char ter, and the powers conferred by it, would conferm to 
whatever policy the state ae adopt on the subject of banking, by either 
organizing under any law that might be passed, or discontinuing its business of 
banking. Believing that the legislature, at its present session, would pass.a ge- 
neral banking law, and, it being the intention of this company to adopt one or 
other of the alternatives above suggested, the stipulation in question was entered - 
into on my part from no desire to arrest the execution of the law, or to gain 
any undue legal advantage, or from an impression that any boon was eonferred . 
by it on the company, but simply to allay excitement, and to obviate expensive 
and unnecessary litigation. It was, in my estimation, a proposition alike proper 
for me to make and for the state to accede to. u 

Although the stipulation is in full force, and cannot, without my consent, be 
disregarded by the state authorities, yet, for the purpose of disembarassing the 
question of all personal or extraneous alternatives, I beg leave respectfully to 
say to your honorable body, that I am ready at any moment to discontinue the 
arrangement on my part, and to waive any rights this institution may have re- T 
quired thereby, in case the legislature shall deem such a step desirable, and will 
so direct. >

At the commencement of the present session of the legislature, having been 
elected chief clerk of your body, I proceeded to appoint, according to the cus- 
tom of the ferritory and state of Wisconsin, an assistant clerk, (that is, the 
clerk to sit on tlie left of my desk, an enrolling, an engrossing, and a tran- 
scribing clerk, to execute the clerical work, in connection with myself of thà 
present session of the legislature. 


Aaron V. Fryer, D. A. Seeber, and Anson Ferris were appointed; the first 
to the place of enrolling clerk, the second to the place of engrossing clerk, aud 
ilie third to the place of transcribing clerk; Daniel Noble Johnson, of Dane 
county, was selected bv me as my assistant, or deputy clerk, knowing him to 
be, as I do, one of the most accomplished legislative clerks in the state—a 
knowledge obtained by observing his course in the summer session of 1848, 
-when he was chief clerk of the assembly, and confirmed by his course at thia 
session. | 

These are all the assistants I have employed. I made no o contraét with any 
or either of them, because I knew that former legislatures had violated the con- 
stitution by taking notice of clerks under the titles above stated, wlien a chief 
dlerk is the only officer recognized by that instrument in the department en- 
trusted to me at this session. l l l

elerk (so called) in this assembly, would be (to say nothing of disregard of the 
constitution) an insult to the ehief clerk elected by this assembly, and entristed 
with all the duties and ee uf the office I have the honor. to 
hold. P 

The said majority, by their report, actually recommend that, part of my € du- 
ties shall be performed by.a copyist, unknown to this assembly, except as. hei 18. 
officially made known in this communication ; and that the entire supervision 
and control of an important service in my department shall be confided to a 
person whom, after very diligent solicitation on his part, I consented to appoint 
to the place now designated as that of enrolling clerk. 

Y have but one word more to say, and that is in relation to the duties of the 
gentleman who is styled enrolling clerk. 

In the first part of a session, and for several weeks, there is very little: for an 
enrolling clerk to.do. His duties never require more time for their performance 
than is usually required for the performance of the work generally done -by 
copyists. He must, or he ought to, write a fair record hand, and the gentle- 
men of the assembly can judge how much work a person so qualified would 
have to do in each day of a session. When a session of the legislature is draw- 


ing to a close, no one man can do the work of enrolling bills, and then the - 


chief clerk must employ as many extra clerks as are necessary to aid in the 
completion of business. l 

The transcribing elerk (so called) of this assembly does as much writing as 
the enrolling clerk, and he is content with his pay proposed by the resolution 
some time ago adopted by the assembly, and which the senate has amended. 


The enrolling clerk (so called) has had a boy employed during the whole 
session, to aid him in his labors; and at the close of the session he desires to 
obtain a compensation for two, when one could have done the work. I em- 
. ployed the gentleman who passes under that title to do the enrolling of the 
assembly; and if he has employed a private secretary, it should be at.his own 
cost, and not at the cost of the state. The compensation of seven dollars per 
day during: the session would be simply absurd. 

‘Further than this, I have nothing to say. Indeed, I. have already said more

This. aappropriation was drawn from the treasury by the late super- 
intendént;.as Appears by reference to page 58 of the Journal, which amount, 
your committee are informed, was expended by the late superintendent in the 
purchase:of materials and instruments for drafting. The necessary information 
contemplated by the superintendent not having been furnished, the map was 
abandoned, and. the material and instruments were disposed of ‘by him, for 
which the state has received no equivalent. The absence of the late clerk 
of this department renders it- difficult for your committee to make a more 
minute and full statement of all the circumstances connected with this transac- 
tion. i 

Your committee not having the means or time to go into a thorough exami- 
“nation ofthe whole amount of contingent expenditures of that office, from the 
commencement of his term of office up to the close, will simply state ono case, 
atid the only one of which they have received any information, where there is 
any discrimination in the charge made by the superintendent, and the charge 
as made against the state. In his bill, as presented to the legislature, fot: contin- 
gent expenses fo 1850, we find a charge for 54 months office rent, at the Ame- 
ritan hotel; y tlie süperintendent, the sum of $88. We are also informed by 
Mr. Sidd; that Ais charge for this item was $3 per week, or pale for the whole, 
making a difference of $16.
